REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Luther  Burbank  in  his  suggestive  little  book,  "The  Training  of  the 
Human  Plant,"  says:  "To  the  extent  that  we  leave 
Children  absorb  the  children  of  the  poor  and  these  other  unfortu- 
environment.  nates — waifs  and  foundlings — to  themselves  and 
their  evil  surroundings,  to  that  extent  we  breed 
peril  for  ourselves.    .    .    .    Begin  training  these  outcasts,  begm  the 
cultivation  of  them,  if  you  will,  much  as  we  cultivate  the  plants,  in 
order  that  their  hves  may  be  turned  into  right  ways,  in  order  that  the 
integrity  of  the  state  may  be  maintained.    Rightly  cultivated,  these 
children  may  be  made  a  blessing  to  the  race;  trained  in  the  wrong  way, 
or  neglected  entirely,  they  will  become  a  curse  to  the  state.    .    .  . 
All  animal  Ufe  is  sensitive  to  environment,  but  of  all  hving  things  the 
child  is  the  most  sensitive.    ...   A  child  absorbs  environment. 
It  is  the  most  susceptible  thing  in  the  world  to  influence,  and  if  that 
force  be  applied  rightly  and  constantly  when  the  child  is  in  its  most 
receptive  condition,  the  effect  will  be  pronounced,  immediate  and  per- 
manent." 

These  principles  have  guided  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  the  demonstration  of  the  great  possibilities 
Selecting  a      in  the  plan  of  boarding*  dependent  and  neglected 
favorable       children  in  carefully  selected  private  families.  For 
environment,    over  twenty-eight  years  the  Society  has  with  in- 
creasing success  carried  on  the  work  of  finding  homes 
and  fitting  children  into  them.    During  that  time  many  hundreds  of 
children  have  grown  up  under  the  watchful  care  of  good  foster  parents 
in  a  family  home  found  and  supervised  by  the  Society.    Under  this 
method  a  child  received  by  the  Society  hves  from  the  start  with  a 

*  This  method  is  used  extensively  in  Massachusetts  by  both  public  and  private 
child-caring  agencies,  and  the  plan  has  been  in  operation  for  over  a  half  century  in 
Ireland,  Scotland,  England,  and  Germany,  and  since  1872  in  Australia. 
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family  who  have  contracted  to  look  after  Mm  with  a  view  to  his  moral, 
mental,  and  physical  development  and  training.  Children  of  all  ages 
and  grades,  white  and  colored,  boys  and  girls,  representing  many  races 
and  creeds,  have  been  received  and  cared  for  in  this  way. 

Since  the  Society  places  children  in  private  families  with  or  without 
board,  according  to  circumstances,  the  question  is 
Why  children    sometimes  raised  as  to  whether  we  board  children 
are  boarded,     because  the  number  of  desirable  free  homes  available 
is  insufficient  to  meet  our  needs.    This  fortunately 
is  not  the  case,  for  the  appHcations  for  children  from  good  people  all  over 
the  State  who  are  willing  to  take  children  to  raise  as  their  own  consider- 
ably outnumber  the  children  we  have  that  are  available  for  such  place- 
ment. 

Briefly  stated,  the  Society  boards  children  for  longer  or  shorter 
periods  under  the  following  circumstances  and  conditions: 

First — Those  who  have  relatives  living  who  may  or  should  claim 
them  at  some  future  date,  as,  for  instance,  children  of  widows  or  widowers 
or  children  who  are  temporarily  assigned  to  the  care  of  the  Society  by  the 
Juvenile  Courts  with  an  order  on  the  father  to  contribute  toward  the 
support  of  his  child. 

Second — Sickly  or  unattractive  children  or  those  having  markedly 
bad  inheritances  which  may  predispose  them  to  certain  physical  or 
mental  diseases. 

Third — Wayward  and  untrained  children.  These  may  usually  be 
placed  later  in  free  homes,  but  must  be  carefully  supervised  and  trained 
for  some  months  or  years,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
and  this  can  often  be  done  in  a  boarding  home,  from  which  the  child  may 
readily  be  removed  if  its  progress  is  not  satisfactory. 

Fourth — There  are  a  number  of  children  coming  into  the  care  of  the 
Society  that  are  too  young  to  earn  their  own  way  if  placed  in  families, 
but  too  old  to  be  desirable  for  adoption.  These  children  must  almost 
invariably  be  boarded  a  few  years  until  they  are  old  enough  to  be  at 
least  partially  self-supporting. 

Finally — About  twice  as  many  boys  as  girls  come  into  the  care  of  the 
Society,  but  a  majority  of  the  families  applying  for  children  want  girls 
rather  than  boys.    We  often  find  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  board  normal, 
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healthy  boys  for  a  time  until  satisfactory  free  homes  can  be  found  for 
them. 

In  the  so-called  free  homes  the  Society  places  normal  children  over 
whom  it  has  full  jurisdiction,  such  as  orphans,  de- 
Permanent      serted  children,  and  foundling  babies.    Such  children 
foster  homes,    are  taken  by  the  foster-parents  to  be  raised  as 
members  of  the  family,  with  or  without  adoption 
according  to  circumstances. 

The  older  boys  and  girls  of  working  age  who  come  into  the  care  of  the 
Society  are  placed  in  carefully  selected  homes  where 

Guided  into     they  share  the  family  life  and  receive  small  wages. 

self-support.  Such  children  are  not  indentured  or  "bound  out" 
by  the  Society,  but  carefully  considered  individual 
agreements  are  made  with  the  caretakers  to  safeguard  the  welfare  of  the 
child.  These  working  boys  and  girls  are  under  the  supervision  of  our 
agents,  who  make  every  effort  to  guide  them  safely  through  the  period  of 
adolescence  until  they  become  fixed  in  good  habits  and  capable  of  self- 
support. 

Whether  a  child  is  boarded,  or  put  in  a  free  home,  or  placed  in  a  family 
where  he  receives  wages,  the  original  cost  of  finding 
Uniform        and  inspecting  such  homes,  of  fitting  out  the  child 
standard.       and  of  taking  him  to  his  new  home,  is  nearly  identical, 
and  the  cost  of  supervision  is  about  the  same  with 
the  three  classes.    In  placing  out  a  child  the  Society  reserves  the  right  to 
remove  it  from  the  caretaker  or  foster-parents  if  the  welfare  of  the  child 
requires  it. 

The  activities  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  are  wide-spread  and  varied, 
and  it  is  difficult  within  the  Hmits  of  a  brief  annual 
1 96 1  children,    report  to  describe  all  of  them  in  detail.    The  statis- 
tical report*  shows  that  we  began  the  year  with  1481 
children,  and  received  480  children  during  1910,  making  a  total  of 
1 96 1  children  dealt  with  by  the  Society  during  the  year.    There  passed 
from  the  care  of  the  Society  in  the  past  year  304  children,  leaving  us  re- 
sponsible on  December  31,  1910,  for  the  care  and  guardianship  of  1657 
children.   This  represents  not  only  the  largest  number  of  children  dealt 
*  For  details  see  Statistical  Report  on  page  24  ff. 
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with  by  the  Children's  Aid  Society  in  any  one  year  since  its  organi- 
zation, but  also  the  greatest  number  in  care  at  the  end  of  any  year. 
Naturally  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  every  department 
and  branch  of  the  various  activities  incidental  to  our  kind  of  work. 

The  agents  of  the  Society  during  the  year  made  3835  visits  to  the 
children  in  the  families  with  whom  they  are  placed. 
Visitation  and    The  visitation  by  our  agents,  quarterly  reports  re- 
supervision,      ceived  from  the  pastors  of  the  churches,  and  the 
superintendents  of  the  Sunday  schools  where  the 
children  attend,  regular  reports  from  the  school  teachers,  personal  cor- 
respondence, and  in  some  counties  the  co-operation  of  local  comiTiittees, 
enable  us  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  our  children  and  all  that  concerns 
their  welfare. 

Because  of  the  increased  number  of  children  received  it  has  been 
necessary  for  us  to  secure  more  applications  from 
Homes  offered   families  wiUing  to  take  our  children.    We  received 
for  children,     and  considered  1126  new  appHcations  for  children 
during  the  year.    This  has  meant  a  marked  increase 
in  clerical  work,  and  it  has  also  added  much  work  to  our  agents  who 
visit  and  inspect  homes  offered  for  children  before  placement  is  made.  To 
carefully  fit  a  child  and  a  home  together  to  obtain  the  best  results  it  is 
necessary  for  our  agents  to  know  each  child  as  it  is  received,  to  thoroughly 
study  the  homes  offered,  and  to  become  acquainted  with  the  prospective 
caretakers  and  foster-parents.    To  this  end  our  agents  visited,  inspected, 
and  reported  in  writing  on  899  dif?erent  homes  during  the  year. 

It  is,  of  course,  normal  and  natural  for  children  to  live  with  their  own 
fathers  and  mothers  in  a  home.    The  causes  which 
Some  causes  of  make  children  homeless,  friendless,  and  destitute 
the  dependency  are  many  and  complex.    Such  unnatural  and  ab- 
and  neglect  of   normal  conditions  do  not  develop  in  a  day.  They 
children.       are  often  preceded  by  long-standing  family  troubles. 

The  descent  downward  is  usually  long  and  gradual. 
There  are  frequently  deep-seated  social  and  industrial  conditions  which 
tend  to  bring  about  the  more  apparent  and  immediate  causes  of  juvenile 
dependency  and  neglect.  More  and  more,  those  who  are  engaged  in 
child-welfare  work  are  seeking  to  search  out  the  causes  and  to  do  what

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they  can  to  help  to  remove  them.  Much  can  be  done  to  eHminate  the 
preventable  causes  if  all  child-saving  agencies  work  together  with  a 
common  purpose.  A  brief  survey  of  the  chief  immediate  causes  which 
brought  480  children  to  the  Children's  Aid  Society  in  1910  is  given  below. 

The  separation  of  parents  and  the  desertion  of  the  father  brought  62 
children  to  the  Society.    We  also  received  43  children 
Separation  of    whose  parents  are  unknown,  and  35  more  known  to 
parents,  de-     be  illegitimate.   Adding  these  two  groups  to  the  62 
sertion,  and     makes  a  total  of  140  children  cast  upon  the  care  of 
iilegitimacy.     the  public  because  the  parents  could  not  be  found, 
or  if  found  could  not  by  any  means  at  our  command 
be  made  to  provide  properly  for  their  own  offspring.    This  means  that 
29  per  centum  of  the  children  received  in  1910  came  as  a  result  of  the 
failure  of  the  parents  to  meet  ordinary  natural  human  obligations. 

The  death  of  the  breadwinner  brought  64  children  to  us  during  the 
year.    It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Society  to  take  the 
Fatherless      children  permanently  from  the  mother  in  such  cir- 
children.       cumstances  unless  there  is  an  exceptional  reason  for 
so  doing.    If  she  is  overburdened  with  a  number  of 
young  children,  or  is  not  in  good  health,  or  does  not  have  the  physical 
or  moral  capacity  to  meet  the  situation,  the  Society  receives  the  children 
sometimes  for  permanent  care,  but  often  in  order  to  provide  for  them 
until  there  is  some  change  in  circumstances  which  results  in  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  home. 

In  the  case  of  78  children  who  had  lost  their  mothers  their  dependence 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  father  could  not,  or  in 
Motherless      a  few  instances  would  not,  provide  suitable  care  for 
children.       the  motherless  children.    It  is  pecuKarly  difficult 
for  a  widower  with  the  income  of  an  unskilled 
laborer  to  supply  m  his  home  a  proper  substitute  for  the  mother.    He  has 
neither  the  home  surroundings  to  attract  nor  the  money  to  pay  a  capable 
housekeeper.    Extravagance,  selfishness,  and  indifference  to  the  welfare 
of  the  children  are  too  often  the  characteristics  of  housekeepers  wilHng 
to  enter  such  homes,  so  it  happens  that  children  of  widowers  of  this 
class  are  frequently  brought  to  the  Society  to  be  cared  for.  Another 
type  is  the  man  who  was  perhaps  shiftless  and  addicted  to  bad  habits 
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for  years  before  the  death  of  his  wife  brought  the  affairs  of  the  family 
to  a  crisis.  In  all  such  cases,  whenever  it  is  possible,  the  man  is  urged 
and  required  to  contribute  as  much  as  he  is  able  toward  the  support  of 
his  children,  who  are  boarded  by  the  Society  in  private  families.  Such 
a  plan  develops  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  man,  who  should  not 
be  permitted  to  make  his  children  public  charges. 

Full  orphan  children  are  relatively  few  in  comparison  with  the  whole 
number.    In  1910  we  received  23  children  who  had 
Orphan  children,  lost  both  parents,  being  less  than  5  per  centum  of 
the  whole  number  received  during  the  year. 

The  children  who  are  full  orphans  or  half  orphans  make  a  total  of 
165,  or  34  per  centum  of  the  whole  number.  The 
Broken  homes,  extent  to  which  the  breaking  up  of  normal  home  life 
renders  children  friendless,  homeless,  and  destitute  is 
more  fully  shown  if  we  combine  the  34  per  centum  who  lost  one  or  both 
parents  with  the  2g  per  centum  whose  homes  were  shattered  or  never 
existed  because  of  parental  delinquency.    The  total  is  295,  or  about  63 
per  centum  of  the  4S0  received  in  19 10  who  were  homeless  as  the  result 
of  the  breaking  up  of  the  families  of  which  they  had  been  a  part. 

There  is  another  and  in  some  respects  a  more  discouraging  cause  of 
child  dependence  than  those  already  named.  Of 
Unfit  parents,    the  remaining  175  children  received,  the  parents 
were  married  and  living  together  and  yet  were 
unfit  to  care  for  their  children.    Among  these  are  numerous  instances 
in  which  the  father  was  intemperate,  immoral,  or  lazy,  and  voluntarily 
neglected  his  family.    Sometimes  it  was  found  that  the  man  was  lacking 
in  wage-earning  capacity  because  of  illness  or  physical  defects.  There 
were  also  not  a  few  instances  in  which  the  father,  although  able-bodied 
and  decent,  was  unable  to  hold  the  home  together  because  of  the  im- 
morality, shiftlessness,  or  incapacity  of  the  mother.    In  other  cases  one 
or  both  of  the  parents  had  been  sent  to  prison,  to  hospitals  for  the  insane, 
or  to  other  institutions.    Thus  about  37  per  centum  of  the  children 
received  in  19 10  came  from  homes  where  their  parents  for  some  reason 
were  unfit  to  care  for  them.* 

*The  Children's  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Charities  of  New  York  City- 
makes  the  following  report  on  the  causes  of  the  dependency  of  their  wards:  Death 
of  one  or  both  parents,  35  per  cent.;  illness,  30  per  cent.;  desertion  of  one  or  both 
parents,  25  per  cent.;  miscellaneous,  10  per  cent. 


The  Society  provides  situations  for  and  otherwise  assists  destitute 
mothers  with  infants,  thus  avoiding  their  separation,  and  at  the  same 
time  enabling  such  mothers  to  become  self-supporting.  This  is  one 
of  the  children  whose  mother  was  helped  in  this  way  by  the  Society. 
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The  Society  maintains  a  special  department  to  help  destitute  mothers 
with  infants.  In  1910  the  applications  included,  in 
Mothers  with  addition  to  102  unmarried  mothers,  67  deserted 
infants.  wives,  23  widows,  14  women  separated  from  their 
husbands,  one  divorced  and  65  whose  husbands  on 
account  of  illness,  shiftlessness,  or  delinquency  could  not  or  would  not 
support  their  families.  For  such  mothers  we  find  suitable  places  at  service 
in  private  families,  usually  in  the  country.  The  child  goes  with  the 
mother,  who  receives  small  wages  in  return  for  her  help  in  the  household. 
This  plan  places  the  mother  in  a  normal  relation  to  the  community  and 
enables  her  to  become  self-supporting.  An  even  more  important  con- 
sideration is  the  fact  that  her  own  character  is  strengthened  and  developed 
in  the  effort  to  support  herself  and  to  take  care  of  the  child. 

To  safeguard  work  of  this  character  it  is  necessary  to  carefully  in- 
vestigate the  application  of  each  mother  in  order  to  avoid  relieving  the 
father  of  the  chUd  or  near  relatives  of  the  mother  from  responsibilities 
which  they  should  assume.  In  many  cases  some  form  of  assistance  other 
than  that  of  finding  a  situation  in  a  family  is  given.  Advice,  direction, 
and  guidance  are  frequently  of  great  help.  A  thorough  physical  exam- 
ination is  provided  in  all  cases,  and  frequently  medical  care  and  treatment 
are  needed.  It  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  examine  thoroughly  into  the 
character  of  the  families  offering  to  take  a  mother  and  child.  Another 
important  factor  in  the  success  of  this  plan  is  the  supervision  of  the  mother 
after  she  is  placed  in  a  family. 

Our  co-operative  relations  with  the  Seybert  Institution  for  Poor 
Boys  and  Girls  and  the  Pennsylvania  Society  to 
Children's      Protect  Children  from  Cruelty  have  been  continued 
bureau.*        during  the  year  through  the  maintenance  of  the 
Children's  Bureau  and  the  Joint  Receiving  Shelter. 
During  the  year  the  Bureau  on  behalf  of  the  three  affiliated  societies 

The  Children's  Bureau  is  an  unincorporated  co-operative  agency  established  in 
February,  1907,  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  Seybert  Institution  for  Poor  Boys  and  Girls.  In  May,  1908,  the  Pennsylvania 
Society  to  Protect  Children  from  Cruelty  joined  with  the  Children's  Aid  Society  and 
the  Seybert  Institution  in  the  conduct  and  work  of  the  Bureau.  The  management  of 
the  Children's  Bureau  is  now  vested  in  a  Joint  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  two 
directors,  the  president  and  general  secretary  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society;  two 
trustees,  the  president  and  superintendent  of  the  Seybert  Institution  for  Poor  Boys  and 
Girls;  and  two  directors,  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  to 
Protect  Children  from  Cruelty.  The  Joint  Executive  Committee  regulates  the  work 
of  the  Bureau  through  a  superintendent  who  has  charge  of  the  agents  and  the  reception 
of  applications. 
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received  applications  from  about  75  diiierent  sources,  such  as  societies, 
institutions,  churches,  city  and  county  departments,  etc.,  involving  a 
total  of  3297  children.  In  making  suitable  disposition  of  such  children 
as  were  found  after  investigation  to  need  help  or  attention  of  some  kind 
the  Bureau  enlisted  the  active  assistance  of  over  50  different  agencies. 
Through  its  share  in  the  conduct  and  support  of  the  Children's  Bureau, 
which  serves  as  a  clearing-house,  the  Children's  Aid  Society  is  carrying 
out  one  of  its  purposes  as  stated  in  its  charter,  namely,  "To  establish 
and  maintain  for  the  public  a  bureau  of  information  in  regard  to  chil- 
dren's charities." 

During  the  year  the  Bureau  received  for  care  892  children.  Of  these, 
417  were  taken  by  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  92  by  the  Seybert  Insti- 
tution, 270  by  various  institutions,  and  166  by  miscellaneous  agencies. 

The  Joint  Shelter  *  and  its  alKed  activities  are  now  conducted  as  a 
part  of  the  Children's  Bureau  under  the  direction 
Receiving  Shelter  of  its  Joint  Executive  Committee.    The  expenses 
and  temporary   of  the  Shelter  and  of  the  children  in  temporary 
boarding  homes,  boarding  homes  awaiting  disposition  are  met  by 
the  affiliated  agencies  each  paying  pro  rata  for  its 
own  wards.    In  this  way  temporary  care  is  provided  for  the  children 
received  by  the  three  agencies  until  permanent  provision  is  made  for  them. 
The  work  of  the  Shelter  includes  the  use  of  a  considerable  number  of 
private  boarding  homes  in  the  city  and  suburbs  where  children  are  placed 
for  a  few  days  or  weeks  while  receiving  medical  attention  or  pending 
transfer  to  country  homes,  etc. 

The  Shelter  building  provides  a  central  place  where  all  the  children 
can  be  received.  After  being  subjected  to  a  most  thorough  cleaning-up 
process,  new,  fresh  clothing  is  provided  and  each  child  is  then  carefully 
examined  by  the  doctor,  assisted  by  a  trained  nurse.  These  medical 
examinations  are  made  with  great  care,  and  whenever  necessary  special- 
ists are  called  upon  for  further  diagnosis.  During  the  year  3548  physical 
examinations  were  made  and  about  3365  conditions  requiring  medical  or 
dental  treatment  were  found.  Of  the  1675  children  involved  843,  or  over 
one-half,  were  found  to  be  below  normal  in  physical  development,  while 
in  the  matter  of  nutrition  1 1 79  were  found  to  be  below  normal,  showing 

*  Since  November,  1909,  the  Receiving  Shelter  at  415-419  South  Fifteenth  Street, 
Philadelpliia,  has  been  maintained  jointly  by  and  for  the  Seybert  Institution,  the 
Society  to  Protect  Children  from  Cruelty,  and  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 


in  many  instances  marked  need  for  better  care  and  treatment  than  they 
had  received  in  their  own  homes.  The  services  of  an  ophthalmologist 
have  been  secured  to  give  special  attention  to  every  case  of  eye  defect. 
Necessary  treatment  is  given  and  glasses  furnished  when  required. 
Children  who  appear  to  be  backward  or  deficient  mentally  are  examined 
by  a  neurologist. 

As  so  many  of  the  children  received  need  special  attention  and  treat- 
ment for  minor  defects  and  ailments,  a  visiting  nurse  is  employed  who 
constantly  supervises  all  the  children  who  are  boarding  temporarily  in 
private  families  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  The  visiting  nurse  pays 
particular  attention  to  the  children  under  three  years  of  age.  Accurate 
weight  tables  are  kept  for  all  such  children  and  numerous  re-examinations 
are  made  of  children  below  the  normal  in  development. 

We  are  under  increasing  obligations  to  the  various  hospitals,  clinics 
and  dispensaries  and  to  the  many  doctors  who  give  freely  their  time, 
services,  and  facilities  in  the  most  important  branch  of  child-helping  work. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  again  as  we  have  done  in  previous  years  the 
great  need  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  for  a  larger 

Contributions    income  both  from  regular  annual  contributions  and 

and  endow-  from  endowments.  The  continuous  responsibility 
ments  needed,  extending  over  a  period  of  years  which  we  must 
necessarily  assume  in  the  care  of  each  child  committed 
to  our  custody,  the  fact  that  the  need  and  valvie  of  our  work  have  been 
tested  by  almost  thirty  years  of  successful  experience,  and  the  necessity 
of  making  permanent  provision  for  the  supervision  of  the  increasing 
number  of  children  placed  out,  all  constitute  strong  and  urgent  reasons 
for  having  at  least  a  part  of  the  income  of  the  Society  provided  for  by 
endowments.  The  Society  is  on  the  threshold  of  great  opportunities  in 
the  development  of  its  legitimate  work  both  in  Philadelphia  and  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania.  It  is  peculiarly  fitted  to  carry  on  a  broad,  general 
child-saving  work.  It  has  developed  facilities  and  methods  which  permit 
the  care  of  many  different  kinds  of  unfortunate  children.  Practically 
any  dependent  or  neglected  child,  whose  phj^sical  and  mental  condition 
and  habits  are  such  that  it  can  be  cared  for  with  benefit  to  itself  in  a  good 
private  family,  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  pro- 
vided only  that  the  financial  resources  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses 
can  be  secured.  To  quote  from  a  circular  issued  by  the  Society  in  1902: 
"Our  homes  far  outnumber  our  ability  to  fill  them.  When  we  say  we  , 
cannot  'admit'  another  child,  we  do  not  mean  we  have  no  bed  for  him,  or 


no  seat  at  a  table,  or  no  mother  to  take  care  of  him;  we  refuse  him  be- 
cause— and  this  is  where  the  desperateness  of  the  case  confronts  us — we 
do  not  always  have  the  means  to  pay  his  board.  .  .  .  There  are 
thousands  of  homes  in  Pennsylvania  where  a  neglected,  an  abused,  or  a 
naughty  child  may  receive  care,  protection  and  good  training  for  the 
simple  price  of  maintenance, — and  maintenance  every  child  must  have 
wherever  he  be  housed." 

The  Society  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  legacies  during 
the  year  1910  from  the  estates  of  Ellen  C.  Moore,  Hannah  Arnett,  Mary 
Lewis,  Frances  Clark,  Joseph  H.  Gillingham,  Charles  Graff,  Julia  D.

A  very  substantial  and  important  addition  to  the  annual  income 
of  the  Society  will  result  from  the  establishment 
The  Ida  A.      of  the  Ida  A.  Elkins  Tyler  Memorial  Fund.  George 
Elkins  Tyler     W.  Elkins  and  Eleanor  Elkins  Widener,  acting  on 
Memorial  Fund,  behalf  of  themselves  and  of  the  other  residuary 
legatees  of  the  late  Louise  B.  Elkins,  namely,  Felton 
B.  Elkins  and  Marie  Louise  Elkins,  children  of  William  L.  Elkins,  Jr., 
deceased,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  washes  of  Mrs.  Louise  B. 
Elkins  have  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of 
Permsylvania  the  Ida  A.  Elkins  Tyler  Memorial  Fund  in  the  sum  of 
$105,000.00,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  such  manner  as  the 
trustees,  managers  or  directors  of  the  Society  shall  deem  most  helpful 
to  its  aims  and  objects.    In  view  of  the  increasing  demands  upon  the 
limited  resources  of  the  Society,  this  gift  is  very  timely  and  most  grate- 
fully received.    The  donors  of  the  fund  have  also  presented  to  the 
Society  a  beautiful  and  appropriate  bronze  memorial  tablet  which  h^s 
been  placed  in  the  room  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  main  office  of 
the  Society.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1910. 

During  the  past  year  the  Clothing  Committee  has  met  as  usual,  and 
has  cut  out  3393  garments  for  the  children  of  the  Society,  these  garments 
being  afterwards  made  up  by  the  different  Dorcas  Societies. 

The  quarters  used  by  the  Committee  and  the  clothing  department  at 
1506  Arch  Street  were  needed  by  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  and  ac- 
cordingly, in  October,  the  Board  of  Directors  very  kindly  gave  us  the  use 
of  three  delightful  rooms  in  the  Joint  Shelter  buildings  at  415-19  South 
15th  Street.  The  Committee  voted  sufficient  money  to  comfortably 
furnish  the  Nursery  and  to  provide  necessary  furniture  for  our  own  work 
room. 

The  Musicale  held  at  Mrs.  J.  Bertram  Lippincott's  last  February  was 
so  successful  that  we  took  great  pleasure  in  handing  over  to  the  Society 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  ($700.00). 

Through  the  generosity  of  144  contributors  to  our  Christmas  appeal, 
we  were  able  to  send  1468  presents  to  the  children. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the'  twenty-five  branches 
of  the  Needlework  Guild  for  their  contributions,  and  to  the  sixteen  Dorcas 
Societies  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

APPENDIX  B. 

REPORT  ON  WORK  OF  COUNTY  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Since  the  Children's  Aid  Society  was  established  in  Philadelphia  in 
1882,  the  movement  has  extended  throughout  the  entire  State.  The 
Children's  Aid  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania  was  incorporated  in 
1889  and  includes  twenty-two  counties  in  the  western  part  of  the  State, 
having  headquarters  in  Pittsburgh.  The  main  office  of  the  Children's 
Aid  Society  of  Pennsylvania  is  in  Philadelphia,  and  its  territory  includes 
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most  of  the  counties  in  eastern  and  central  Pennsylvania.  There  are 
also  a  number  of  County  Societies,  having  their  own  headquarters  but 
co-operating  or  affiliated  with  either  the  Pittsburgh  or  Philadelphia 
offices,  according  to  location.  A  brief  account  is  given  below  of  some  of 
the  activities  of  the  county  organizations  in  central  and  eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania. This  statement  does  not  include  all  of  the  counties  from  which 
the  Society  has  received  children,  but  it  is  of  interest  as  showing  what  is 
being  done  in  various  counties  under  the  name  of  the  Children's  Aid 
Society  in  addition  to  the  work  conducted  by  the  main  office  in  Philadel- 
phia. A  complete  statistical  statement  showing  the  operations  of  the 
State  Society  may  be  found  on  pages  24-29. 

The  Bucks  County  Children's  Aid  Society  reports  fifty-one  children  (25  boys  and 
26  girls)  in  care  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  this  number  twenty  were  boarding  in 
private  families,  thirty  were  in  free  homes,  and  the  whereabouts  of  one  was  unknown. 
All  of  the  children  cared  for  were  received  from  the  Bucks  County  Almshouse.  For 
the  maintenance  of  the  children  and  the  prosecution  of  the  work  the  county  treasurer  of 
the  Society  disbursed  $1,799.86  and  received  during  the  year,  $1,798.75  from  the  Bucks 
County  Directors  of  the  Poor  and  $50.00  from  donations,  etc.  During  the  year  Miss 
Mary  L.  DuBois,  who  gave  valuable  service  as  secretary  of  the  County  Society  for  a 
number  of  years,  presented  her  resignation.  Miss  Jane  Watson,  former  assistant 
secretary,  has  been  elected  County  secretary.  The  other  officers  of  the  County  Society, 
all  residents  of  Doylestown,  are:  President,  Mrs.  Henry  T.  Darlington;  legal  adviser, 
Mr.  Hugh  B.  Eastburn;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Richard  Watson. 

The  Chester  County  Children's  Aid  Society  was  established  in  1884  and  is  in- 
corporated for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  dependent  and  neglected  children  in  Chester 
County.  The  Chester  County  Society  had  an  active  membership  during  the  past 
year  of  about  two  hundred  and  twenty.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Society  have 
helped  to  increase  the  interest  of  the  public  in  its  growing  work.  By  means  of  the 
branches  established  throughout  the  County,  the  Society  has  enlisted  the  help  of  a 
large  number  of  persons  who  give  volunteer  services  in  the  care  and  supervision  of  the 
children.  The  Chester  County  Directors  of  the  Poor  and  the  County  Society  work 
together  in  looking  after  children  who  become  public  charges.  In  October,  1910,  the 
Society  reported  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  wards  under  supervision,  of 
whom  thirty-six  were  in  boarding  homes  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  were  in  homes 
without  payment  of  board.  Mrs.  Jane  T.  Barnard,  Kennett  Square,  Pa.,  is  president 
of  the  Society.  The  secretary  for  the  County  is  Mrs.  Lydia  B.  Walton,  Kennett  Square, 
Pa. 

The  Columbia  County  Committee  of  the  Society  was  organized  in  April,  1910, 
at  Berwick,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Professor  Albert  U. 
Lesher;  vice-president,  Mr.  George  R.  Styer;  secretary,  Mr.  Ray  E.  Bomboy;  trea- 
surer, Mr.  S.  W.  Dickson.    Plans  are  being  considered  to  bring  about  co-operation 
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between  the  public  and  private  agencies  in  the  County  and  the  State  Society,  which 
has  already  placed  a  number  of  children  in  the  county. 

The  Delaware  County  Children's  Aid  Society  during  the  past  year  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Directors  of  the  State  Society  its  official  representative  in  that 
County.  Plans  have  been  made  by  which  the  County  and  State  Society  will  work 
together  both  in  caring  for  children  received  from  the  County  and  in  the  supervision 
of  children  placed  in  Delaware  County  from  other  counties.  This  plan  is  proving  to  be 
mutually  advantageous.  At  the  close  of  the  year  eleven  children  were  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  County  Society,  four  of  whom  were  boarding  in  private  families,  while 
five  were  in  free  homes  and  two  were  in  institutions.  Seven  of  these  children  were 
received  from  the  Delaware  County  Almshouse,  while  four  came  from  other  sources. 
In  addition  to  the  care  of  these  children  friendly  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  to  various  cases  of  need  within  the  County.  Particular  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  Middletown  Branch,  which  is  conducting  a  sewing 
school  at  Glen  Riddle  for  the  benefit  of  children  of  factory  workers.  There  is  an  enroU- 
ment  of  about  thirty  at  the  present  time.  The  County  treasurer  reports  an  expendi- 
ture during  the  year  of  $457.58  for  the  maintenance  of  the  children  and  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the°work.  The  officers  of  the  Society  are:  President,  Miss  Margaret  Benning- 
ton, Media;  vice-president,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Orme,  Wayne;  treasurer,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Hal'l,  Media;  secretary.  Miss  Margaret  G.  Sellers,  Swarthmore. 

The  Franklin  County  Children's  Aid  Society,  having  headquarters  in  Chambers- 
burg,  has  recently  issued  its  Twenty-fifth  Year  Book.  It  gives  an  interesting  account 
of  the  present  activities  of  the  Society.  The  Franklin  County  Society  and  the  State 
Society  co-operate  actively.  Plans  are  being  considered  to  facilitate  the  transfer 
and  supervision  of  children  and  to  make  such  other  improvements  in  the  methods  of 
work  as  experience  shows  to  be  wise  and  expedient.  The  Franklin  County  Society  re- 
ports forty-four  children  in  care  on  December  31,  1910.  Of  this  number  twenty-five 
were  boys  and  nineteen  were  girls.  At  the  close  of  the  year  ten  of  these  children 
were  in  the  Receiving  Home  at  Chambersburg,  awaiting  placement.  The  officers  of 
the  County  Society  are:  President,  Mr.  John  G.  Orr,  Chambersburg;  vice-president, 
Dr.  George  F.  Piatt;  recording  secretary.  Rev.  W.  C.  Cremer,  D.D.;  corresponding 
secretary,  Mrs.  E.  Belle  Bonbrake;  treasurer,  Mr.  F.  W.  Day. 

The  Juniata  Valley  Children's  Aid  Society  was  organized  in  1909  through  the 
efforts  of  the  managers  of  the  Huntingdon  Home  for  Orphan  and  Friendless  Children, 
Huntingdon,  Pa.,  which  will  act  as  the  Receiving  Home  for  the  territory  included  in 
Huntingdon,  Bedford,  Mifflin,  Juniata  and  Perry  County.  This  action  was  taken  so 
that  the  work  in  these  counties  on  behalf  of  homeless  and  neglected  children  might  be 
affiliated  with  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  report  for  last  year  announcement  was  made  of  the  work  of  Professor  David 
Emmert  in  estabUshing  an  endowment  fund  of  $25,000.00,  the  income  of  which  is 
to  be  set  apart  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  and  placing  children  in  family 
homes.  The  great  achievement  of  the  past  year  was  the  completion  of  this  endowment 
fund.    However,  of  even  greater  value  than  the  fund  itself  is  the  fact  that  through  its 
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coUection  a  considerable  number  of  influential  men  and  women  in  the  Juniata  VaUey  " 
district  have  become  interested  in  child  saving  work  and  it  is  believed  that  m  the 
immediate  future  more  and  larger  gifts  will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  ade- 
quately for  dependent  and  neglected  children  in  need  of  good  homes. 

A  total  of  ninety-five  children  were  in  care  at  the  end  of  the  year  1910.  Twenty- 
five  of  these  cliildren  were  in  the  Receiving  Home  awaiting  placement;  one  was  in  a 
hospital  for  treatment,  four  were  in  various  institutions,  two  were  boarded  in  private 
famihes,  sixty-one  were  in  private  famihes  without  payment  of  board,  and  two  were 
receiving  wages. 

The  officers  of  the  Juniata  Valley  Society,  in  addition  to  Professor  Emmert,  who 
is  the  executive  officer  for  the  district,  are:  President,  Mr.  WiUiam  Reed;  vice-presi- 
dent. Professor  H.  B.  Brumbaugh;  secretary,  Mr.  C.  C.  Brewster;  treasurer,  Mr.  J.  R. 
Simpson. 

The  Lancaster  County  Committee  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  has  been  re- 
organized during  the  past  year.  The  Committee  has  been  enlarged  and  closer  co- 
operation effected  between  the  main  office  and  the  local  committee.  Plans  have  been 
worked  out  which  are  found  to  be  of  great  advantage  both  to  the  State  Society  and 
to  the  County  organization.  During  the  past  year  an  arrangement  has  also  been  made 
between  the  State  Society  and  the  Lancaster  County  Directors  of  the  Poor  which  has 
greatly  facilitated  the  transfer  and  placement  of  children  from  the  Lancaster  County 
Home. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  State  Society  had  in  care  41  children  from  Lancaster 
County  (19  boys  and  22  girls).  These  children  were  received  from  the  Lancaster 
County  Directors  of  the  Poor,  the  Lancaster  Juvenile  Court  and  from  other  sources 
within  the  County.  The  Society  has  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Children's  Home 
at  Lancaster  and  the  Lancaster  Charity  Society  and  other  local  organizations.  There 
has  been  a  great  awakening  of  interest  in  child-helping  work  in  Lancaster  during  the 
past  year  and  the  subject  has  been  discussed  at  various  public  meetings,  the  most 
important  of  which  was  that  called  by  Honorable  Frank  B.  McClain,  Mayor  of  Lan- 
caster, on  December  8,  1910,  in  the  Council  chambers  in  the  City  Hall  in  Lancaster. 
Mayor  McClain  presided  at  the  meeting  and  addresses  were  made  by  Edwin  D.  Solen- 
berger,  general  secretary  of  the  State  Society,  Alderman  A.  K.  Spurrier,  Mr.  William 
R.  Brinton,  president  of  the  Lancaster  Charity  Society,  and  a  number  of  others.  At 
this  meeting  very  careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  existing  laws  relating  to  chil- 
dren and  to  the  question  of  their  enforcement  with  special  reference  to  the  prevention 
of  cruelty  to  children  and  the  development  of  a  system  of  probation. 

The  officers  of  the  County  Committee,  all  residents  of  Lancaster,  are  as  follows: 
Chairman,  Mr.  William  R.  Harnish;  vice-chairman,  Mrs.  T.  Roberts  Appel;  secretary, 
Miss  Anna  Herr;  treasurer.  Alderman  W.  S.  Doebler;  county  agent.  Miss  Anna  M. 
Hurford,  207  E.  Orange  Street,  Lancaster. 

The  Lehigh  County  Committee  of  the  Society  reports  thirty-one  children  in  care 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  this  number  four  are  being  cared  for  in  the  Children's 
Home,  South  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  and  one  is  in  a  hospital  for  treatment,  while  twenty-six 
are  boarding  in  private  families.    These  children  were  received  from  the  Lehigh  County 
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Directors  of  the  Poor,  who  pay  the  board  until  permanent  free  homes  are  available. 
Mrs.  Mary  L.  Romig,  8i8  Linden  Street,  AUentown,  Pa.,  is  secretary  for  the  County, 
and  in  recent  years  most  of  the  local  work  has  been  done  by  her. 

The  Lycoming  County  Children's  Aid  Society  held  its  first  anniversary  on  June  2, 
1910,  at  the  Receiving  Home  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  Just  outside  the  city  limits  of 
Williamsport.  Hon.  Max  L.  Mitchell  presided  and  addresses  were  made  by  Hon. 
W.  W.  Hart,  president  judge  of  Lycoming  County;  Dr.  C.  A.  Barron,  medical  ex- 
aminer for  the  County  Society;  and  Mr.  Edwin  D.  Solenberger,  general  secretary  of 
the  State  Society.  The  report  of  the  first  year's  work  of  the  Lycoming  County  Society 
was  made  by  Rev.  I.  F.  Heisler,  who,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and 
Discharge,  has  given  much  valuable  service  to  the  local  work.  The  report  of  Mr. 
W.  S.  Millener,  treasurer,  showed  that  for  the  first  year  the  County  Society  received 
$4,500.07  and  disbursed  $4,229.92.  The  meeting  adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws 
making  the  Lycoming  County  organization  a  branch  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  providing  a  comprehensive  plan  for  child-helping  work  in  Williams- 
port  and  throughout  the  county. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  igio  there  were  nine  children  in  the  Receiving  Home 
and  eight  in  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  main  ofSce  of  the  Society.  During 
the  year  thirty-five  children  were  received  (25  boys  and  10  girls),  making  a  total  of 
forty-four  children  cared  for  in  the  Receiving  Home  in  1910,  of  whom  fifteen  remained 
on  December  31.  Two  other  children  were  on  that  date  temporarily  in  a  hospital  for 
treatment.  These  children  were  received  from  the  Lycoming  County  Juvenile  Court, 
from  the  Williamsport  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  from  friends,  relatives,  and  parents. 
The  State  Society  now  has  twenty  Lycoming  County  children  under  its  care,  of  whom 
twelve  were  received  in  1910. 

The  ofiicers  of  the  County  Society,  all  residents  of  Williamsport,  are:  President, 
Mr.  Harry  A.  Miller;  vice-president,  Rev.  I.  F.  Heisler;  secretary,  Mrs.  Mabel  Wendt- 
Zahn;  treasurer,  Mr.  William  S.  Millener.  The  officers,  together  with  Mr.  Max  L. 
Mitchell,  Rev.  E.  C.  Armstrong  and  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Simmons,  constitute  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  County  Society. 

The  Montgomery  County  Children's  Aid  Society  reports  twenty-nine  children 
(14  boys  and  15  girls)  in  care  at  the  close  of  the  year,  all  of  whom  were  boarding  in  private 
families.  The  Montgomery  County  Directors  of  the  Poor  make  an  allowance  for  the 
payment  of  board  of  the  children  until  permanent  free  homes  are  found  for  them. 
The  work  of  keeping  the  children  supplied  with  clothing  and  supervising  and  visiting 
them  after  placement  is  the  voluntary  contribution  of  the  Montgomery  County  mem- 
bers of  the  Society.  This  work  is  done  under  the  direction  of  the  following  officers, 
all  residents  of  Norristown:  President,  Mrs.  George  E.  Rogers;  vice-presidents,  Mrs. 
F.  D.  Sower  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Fornance;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Joseph  K.  Weaver,  816  De- 
Kalb  Street;  secretary,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Bunting. 

In  Northampton  County  the  Bethlehem  Branch  reports  eighteen  children  cared 
for  during  1910.  Of  this  number  twelve  remained  in  care  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
These  children  were  received  from  the  Northampton  County  Directors  of  the  Poor. 
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The  State  Society  has  received  for  care  during  the  year  four  children  from  the  North- 
ampton County  Juvenile  Court.  Plans  are  being  made  for  the  reorganization  of  the 
Charity  Organization  Society  in  Bethlehem,  and  this  effort  will  have  the  support  and 
co-operation  of  the  local  workers  in  the  County  Society.  The  officers  of  the  Bethle- 
hem Branch  of  the  Society  are:  President,  Mrs.  Frederic  M.  Bird,  433  Brodhead 
Avenue,  South  Bethlehem;  secretary,  Mrs.  WilUam  R.  Chandler,  Delaware  Avenue, 
South  Bethlehem;  treasurer.

Some  of  them  left  the  country  to  seek  their  fortunes 
in  large  cities  or  distant  states,  just  as  other  boys  in  the  community  occasionally  do. 
Some  of  the  boys  in  this  group  are  likely  to  become  self-supporting,  decent  citizens, 
while  others  may  not.  In  the  interest  of  accurate  statistics  they  are  classed  as  "ad- 
dresses unknown."  The  Society  makes  every  effort  to  locate  such  boys,  and  if  they  are 
found  at  any  time  before  they  become  of  age,  we  will  again  assume  such  supervision 
over  them  and  responsibility  for  their  care  as  may  be  necessary.
